Με. Sapir was aware that the 
extra money in the market will 
exert heavy inflationary pressure.

Four years later he went to Burope 
and tried to re-enter Hungary ille- 
gally. Arrested at the border, he 
gave Hungarian intelligence ‘infor- 
mation on the Israel Defence Forces 
and personal documents which he 
had brought with him. 

He was sentenced to a year in a 
Hungarian prison, and remained In 
that country after ‘his release. In 
1965, he managed to leave the 
country illegally for western Europe. 

About two years ago, the man 
approached one of the Arab em- 
bassies in a central European count- 
ry and offered to spy for them in 
Israel. In subsequent meetings with 
enemy intelligence agents, the sup- 


nancing,” he offered to return to 
this country and enter “high 80- 
ciety.” He told the agents that he 
would be able to penetrate “senior 
army circles” through his social 
connections. 


LIVED LAVISHLY

LIPSKY SET FREE 
ON IL75,000 BAIL 


TEL AVIV. — For the second 
time in two days, Claude Lipsky 
was terday brought before an 
Torael ‘court. This the court 
was to deal with a cable received 
Monday from the French 
Police requesting he be held pend: 
ing submission of a formal re- 
quest ‘for extradition. ν᾿ 

The Israel Police, represented by 
Rav-Pakad Moshe Katz, had πὸ ob- 
jection to Lipsky’s being released 
on bail, provided suitable guaran- 
tees were provided. Judge Nehemia 
Behr therefore freed Lipsky on 
1L75,000 bail and ordered him to 
deposit his passport with the police, 
and to report to the police every 
other day. 

‘The judge stressed that if Lipsky 
failed to comply with these condi- 
‘tions he would be remanded in cus- 
tody for 15 days. . 

Lipsky appeared in court wearing 
8. blue suft and carrying a diplo- 
matic attache case. He sat silently 
during’ the proceedings, lea his 
lawyer, Mr. Haim Shenhav, to do 
all the talking. 


Rav-Pakad Katz told the court 
that Lipsky was wanted in France 
for swindling and theft. According 
to the charges, Lipsky, while ma- 
nager of the Patrimoine Foncier 
company, had promised foreign in- 
vestors a return of 10.4 per cent 
interest on thelr money, which was 
to be invested in real estate. 

Lipsky is suspected of withhoid- 
ing payment of interest on 150 
million French francs, which he 
allegedly embezzled. 

The charges were most serious, 
the police spokesman stressed, and 
said that under the newly ratified 
extradition agreement the police 
here could have legitimately asked 
for his arrest pending completion of 
extradition proceedings. 

In a statement to The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday, Mr. Shenhav said 
the fact that his client had been 
granted bail “strengthens my opi- 
nion that the authorities here do 
not believe Lipsky is guilty of the 
theft of millions of francs, and that 
the whole thing is a political affair 
on the part of the French.”
